The exploration was Ted by Mr TLC. Roasell, gooloist, of the 
United States Croological survey, who with sx men left Port Town 
send May oon the United Stutes reventesteamer Srar, (Captain 
M. A. Healy commanding, and reached Icy bay, Alaska, June 6. 
A distressing accident accurred at the very leginning of the ex- 
ploratery work. When landing in the surfiat ley lay, three 
biats were eapaiesd, resulting in the drowning of aix paruons, 
viz, Linwtenant L. L. Robinson, Cockswain Jaime Hessler, atl 
animen ‘T, PL Anderson, Archibald Nelson ond Henry Srith, 
and WIC. Moore, a metbyr of Mr Rissell's: party. 

This wieurnful accident did not, however, aa it might easily 
hive done, defeat the plans for the summers work. After 
landing, the purty at one proceeded on jta difficult way across 
the broken: ioe of the Miulasping ond Agassiz glociers toward 
mount Saint Eline, and established a permanent camp at an 
elevation of nhout 5,000 feet. From this permanent cump a 
thmb of about 6,900 feet ire towurd the summit was made, 
when they were driven back by storms. Starmy weather con- 
tinued for 12 days, when it waz decided to be unwise to wait 
longer merely for the purpese of scaling the summit Relne- 
tantly, therefore, the porty returned ty [ev bay, mengsored & base 
line about three milestone, and determined the altitude of mount 
Saint Elias by vertical angles taken from seach ‘end of the base 
line, the reaulting height boing 18,100 feet This work com- 
pleted, the party proceeded southward and’ eastward along the 
border of Malaspina glacier to Disenchantnient bay, studying 
and photogmphing the peculiar phenomena there exhibited. 
Entering Disenehantinent bay and proceeding toward its head, 
‘a large and hitherto unknown arm of the sea was diseyvered 
lying esatef and parallel to the eastern shore of Yakutut bay. On 
October §, the work of the stason having been completed, the 
purty was taken on board the United Sintes steatner Pinte, Lieu- 
tenant-Comminder Washburn Maynard cormeatding, tram 
ported to Sitka, and thence returned by mail steamer to Port 
Townsend, 
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The resulie of the season’: exploration are believed to be 
valnnhle and important, and will be published the coming year 
in the National Geograpliic Magazine.

Memberahipn.—The membership of the Society ie now 694, It 
is continumg to inoresae, ond by the coipertion uf all inter- 
dated should, it is to be Loped, soon reach 1.000. The rate of 
progress 3 shown by the following figures. 

At the end of the first year, L588, ‘the mombership-waa 200 | 
at the ond of 1880 itwas 228, an increase of {) per cent: at the 
end of TSK) ti wae Sonn ineresse during the year of 72 per 
cents; at the end of 1841 it was 430, an increase of 10 per cont, 
and at the end of 1892 it is 603, or an inerenee of 61 per cent. 

Classifying the membership, it is found that there are 478 act- 
ive, 2 corresponding, and 7 life members. Toking the active 
members alone, the total muomber at the end of 1880 was 441: at 
the ond of TS01, 358 nn incroase of 2 only, and at the end of 
1802, 473, on inarease of over 40 per cent. The grentest relative 
grin isin the corresponding membership, the number increasing 
from 57 in 151K) to 2 in 1871 and to 205 in-1Si2, 0 gain in the 
last year of over 100 per cent, 

Tt may be well to note af this point that the corresponding 
members, being non-tesident, are not able to take advantage 
directly of the meetings of the Society, and that their interest in 
the organization is sustained mainly by the publications, Con- 
birtinl idedition tothe membership of this class, therefore, must 
necessjiute greater attention to the demands of readers of gee 
graplie literature 

During the vont 320 members hare been elected, 23 members 
have resigned, 6 died, 6. declined membership, 19 failed to cual 
ify, and 13 have been droppet for nen-payrnent of dues. The 
net increase thus haa boon 28, and the present total membership 
is 68, os stated above, The devensed members were: E, J, 
Pond, January 24, 1802; Thr J. A. Chapin, Moreh 14, 180: Pro.
